This is in response to the telephone request of Mr. Willging of 
your staff for information concerning the records of the Warren 
Commission. 

The numbered Commission documents listed on the "List of Basic 
Source Materials" of the Commission, of vhich you have a cony, con- 
sist largely of investigative reports of. the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and the Secret Service. In addition to these numbered 
documents, the records of the Commission consist of the following: . 

(l) correspondence with Federal and State agencies and with the 
general public, (2) internal memoranda, ( 3 ) press releases, (L) 
agenda of executive sessions of the Commission, ( 5 ) transcripts and 
minutes of executive sessions, ( 6 ) transcripts of testimony, ( 7 ) 
exhibits and evidence, (8) copy for the Report and Hearings of the 
Commission, ( 9 ) radio tape recordings of broadcasts at the time of 
the assassination of President Kennedy, (10} press clippings, ( 11 ) 
motion pictures, (12) photographs, ( 13 ) personnel records, and ■ 

(lL) fiscal records. 

As requested vs are enclosing a copy of our General Restriction State- 
ment Ho. 3 Sated June 29, 19&I, under vhich investigative records are 
withheld from researchfor 75 years unless released by the originating 
agency. This restriction was in effect at the time ve received the 
records of the Commission. Also enclosed is a copy of a revision of 
this restriction statement dated July 2b, 1967 .

only as authorized by an appropriate official of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation.

missions, and provost courts. 

Restrictions; information in these records will be made available 
only as authorized by an appropriate official of the originating 
agency or its successor agency. 

Imposed by: The Archivist of the United States in conformity with 
"the guide lines set forth in Department of Defense Directive 
5400.7, -Tune 23, 1967. 

III. Records : All documents less than 75 years old among the records 

of any agency of the Government that* are identifiable as having 
originated with the Federal Bureau of Investigation or its prede- 
cessor, the Bureau of Investigation (established July 26, 1908), 
-that include quotations from or paraphrase statements in such 
documents , that identify by name personnel of the Bureau, or 
that reveal the Bureau's sources of information. 

Restrictions: Information in these records will be made available 

only as authorized by an appropriate official of the Federal 
Bureau of investigation.
